BUNKOED BY A CARPENTER. 


Thrown Into the Street After He Had 
Duped Her Into Surrender- 
ing Her Property. 


Mrs. Lillian Loehr was considered by her 
friends six years ago a fairly well-to-do old 
lady. Her husband had died a short time be- 
fore and had left her the comfortable home 
at 1310 North Fifteenth street. 

To-day Mrs. Loehr is in the Poor-house. 
Her home is hers no longer. What furniture 
and personal property she owned is gone, 
too, and the blame for this poor, lonely wom- 
an now being an alms-house inmate rests 
upon a man without a conscience. 

Mr. and Mrs. Loehr came to this country 
from Germany and settled in St. Louis, 
nearly fifty years ago. They eaved their 
money, exercised economy in all things, 
and in due came to own the house on North 
Fifteenth street. When Mr. Loehr died his 
wife was his only heir, and she lived easily 
and well by renting the lower floor and 
basement of her home. 

Not long ago a carpenter was put to 
work on the house next door. He spoke 
German and so became well acquainted 
with old Mrs. Loehr, who knows but little 
English. He told her that her advancing 
age and feeble health made it inadvisable 
for her to live as she did, although her 
sister-in-law shared the upper floor with 
Mrs. Loehr. He proposed a trade for the 
house and lot, offering $0 in cash and an 
agreement to provide for both women in 
a house in the suburbs as long as they 
both should live. 

It was an alluring offer to the old lady. 
She agreed with the wily carpenter that 
it would be a wise thing to get away from 
the noise and dirt of the city. So the deal 
Was made. Mrs. ‘Loehr’s simplicity was 
worked upon, and when the legal transfer 
of the property was made there was no 
written agreement that she should always 

given a home at the carpenter's ex- 
pense. 

Mrs. Loehr did not enjoy her new home 
long. Within a few weeks the carpenter saw 
that Mrs. Loehr, coupite her 76 years, was 
hale and might be a charge upon him indefl- 
nitely.

The Argument Develops Personalities 
and the Sergeant-at-Arms 
Takes a Hand. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 19.—The 
proposition to provide for a university en- 
dowment fund created a vast amount of 
discussion in the House yesterday after- 
noon and a debate of three hours ensued. 
During the discussion nearly every promi- 
Ment member of the House made a speech. 
‘"At one time the discussion grew particu- 
larly warm and the interest in the measure 
thus created caused the question to be car- 
ried over until this morning, the House 
voting to adjourn with the question pend- 
ing. 

The principal incident of the proceeding 
Was the speech made by Speaker Farris. 
It is very seldom that Speaker Farris leaves 
the chair to participate in a debate on the 
floor, but yesterday was one of those con- 
tingencies and the Speaker made a most 
vigorous speech. In substance Speaker 
Farris spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: I desire to apologize to 
the members of this House for leaving the 
chair and coming upon the floor to take 
part in this discussion, and yet I do so that 
I may bear my share of the responsibility 
for the action of the House upon this bill. 
The enactment of this measure into law 
will be very unpopular with some of our 
constituents, chiefly, as I believe, because 
it will not be properly understood. The ar- 
gument against the measure has taken a 
wide range and much has been said cal- 
culated to prejudice and obscure the real 

uestion. It has been intimated in this 

‘scussion that by the adoption of this 
provision we take money from the public 
schools, which of right is needed to edu- 
cate the common masses. Gentlemen ought 
not be thus deceived. This House has 
passed a bill appropriating one-third of the 
general revenue to the support of the public 
schools, the highest amount that could be 
appropriated under the Constitution. So 

when it is sought to defeat this measure by 
@ plea in behalf of the public schools it fs 
resenting a question that cannot be an 
ssue in this controversy. 

“Another ground of opposition is that it 
fastens a permanent debt upon the State. 
If true it is a debt to the State, the principal 
of which need never be paid. The members 
here have a right to know all the facts 
which move the State ‘administration to 
recommend thia method of supporting the 
State University.

of the Potomac, from thé battle of the 

Wilderness to the crossing of the James 
iver. 

He was commissioned a Captain and Aide- 
de-Camp of United States Volunteers in 
September, 1863, and was brevetted Major 
of Volunteers for gallant and meritorious 
service in action at Shady Grove, V4., 
where he was severely and dan erously 
wounded. He was afterwards madé Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel and Colonel for gallant and 
meritorious services in the same campaign. 

After the war Col. McCook completed his 
education and then removed to New York 
and entered the practice of law. He mar- 
ried into the Alexander family, famous for 
the learning and piety of its members, and 
is now a member of the legal firm of Alex- 
ander & Greene. For a number of years he 
has been the legal adviser and active in 
the management of many -important finan- 
cial, insurance and railway companies, and 
is one of the most prominent and able cor- 
poration lawyer at the bar in New York. 

At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon Hon. James

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WILL.TRY AGAIN TO REPEAL THE 
LIBEL LAW. 


LASH HAS BEEN PAINFUL. 


Revell and Other Republicans Will Try 
to Have the Bill Recon- 
sidered. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 19.—The § Re- 
yell bill repealing the present libel law 
was defeated by a narrow margin, but the 
vote is not an. ultimate one. Novak gave 
notice that he would on next Wednesday 
move a reconsideration of the voté by which 
the measure was lost. This bill has by far 
been the most important of the present 
session and has attracted the public eye 
more than any of the numerous bills pre- 
sented to the House and Senate. The in- 
troducer of the bill, Representative Revell 
of Chicago, started out to repeal the present 
law from personal motives. Two years ago 
when he ran for Representative his meth- 
ods were such as to attract the attention 
of not only the decent men of both parties 
but also of the Civic Federation. 

When he came up for re-election this time 
the papers of Chicago attacked him regard- 
less of the fact that his brother is the big- 
gest advertiser in Chicago.

Congressman-elect 
Cochran, who is in Washington for the 
sole purpose of defeating the confirmation 
of Woodson, has been informed of the sit- 
uation here. . 

The objections to the confirmation of any 
other sound money Democrat would not have 
been so serious as those — Woodson, 
who is cordialy hated by the silver men in 
this part of the State. They prefer a Repub- 
lican in the Post-offite, and their choice 
would be Frank M. Atkinson, who has been 
an efficient postmaster during the time he 
has been in the office. 

Woodson says there is no doubt of his con- 
firmation, and depends on the help of Sena- 
tor Cockrell and Senator Vest.

NO ONE KNOWS WHAT ‘THE CRE- 
TAN SITUATION MEANS. 


FIGHTING ON THE ISLAND. 


It Is Reported That British Warships 
Prevent the Landing of 
Greek Troops. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—A spccial cable to 
the Sun from London says: 

It is still impossible to say positively 
whether the great drama which the na- 
tions are playing in the East is tragedy 
or comedy, melodrama or farce. The num- 
ber of persons who believe it is the latter 
is increasing. The question then arises, For 
whose benefit is the farce being played? 
and none of the answers is wholly satis- 
factory. , 

It is strongly probable that Greece will 
secure undisturbed possession of Crete when 
the matter is finally settled. It is impos- 
sible to name any definite authority for this 
view. It is simply the impression created? 
by a great variety of information from the 


East and from European capitals. It is 
the idea now generally held in diplomatic 
circles. It is the confident belief, and here 
I do speak with authority, of the Greek 
Government. 

But the great mystery is what the Turk 
will do. It is persistently reported that 
two or three battalions of Turkish troops, 
bound for Crete, have already left the Dar- 
danelles. It is doubtful if this will prove 
true. Such a move would quickly precipi- 
tate open war, for there is no doubt that the 
Greek fleet would attack the troopships if 
necessary to prevent the landing of Turkish 
troops. Nobody now believes that the for- 
eign fleet would protect the Turk under 
these circumstances. Certainly no British 
ship would dare to fire a shot. A British 
broadside fired by Lord Salisbury’s consent 
against the Greek flag at the present mo- 
ment would cause the most ignominious 
downfall any British Ministry ever suffered. 
Lord Salisbury has learned something of 
British temper in this matter during the 
past few days, and he knows now, if he 
did not before, that his own party would 
not tolerate for a moment the burning of 
a powder in defense of the Turkish 


ag. 

The position and policy of Greece are, 
therefore, much stronger than appcars. 
Public opinion in France and Italy, also, is 
now virtually unanimous in support of King 
George and his subjects. It is impossible 
to believe that Russia, with the strong ties 
of relationship between the two _ royal 
houses, will seriously embarrass or humil- 
late Greece 

All Europe is puzzled by the telegram that 
Sympathy and support are reported to have 
been sent to King’ George by the dowager 
Empress of Russia. Few believe that this 
message is genuine, but if it is it means 
much. There is another point of great sig- 
nificance. It is no longer possible to deny 
that Russia has been energetically prepar- 
ing for war for more than a month past. 
In fact, this is virtually admitted in St. 
Petersburg, and the news censor there per- 
mitted a dispatch plainly asserting this fact 
to be telegraphed to the London newsgpa- 
pers. This by no means implies that war is 
imminent. It signifies simply that Russia, 
having agreed to join in coercive measures 
against the Sultan, which at best involves 
serious danger to the peace of Europe, 
wishes to be prepared for all contingencies. 

It is admitted on all hands that the pres- 
ent deadlock in Crete between Greece and 
the Powers cannot continue many days. 
It is folly to attempt to prophesy which 
way events will turn. The best thing that 
can be said is that there is still no indica- 
tion of any disagreement between the Pow- 
ers, and no other eventuality need seriously 
ataran the world outside of the East it- 
self. 


CANEA, Island of Crete, Feb. 19.—The gar- 
rison of Fort Voukolies, comprising 300 sol- 
diers and 100 Cretan Mutssulmans, after be- 
ing dislodged by the Greek artillery, retired 
to Allikianu, where their force was again be- 
leaguered.

The municipal elections are —— pro- 
ceeding and Mayors have been installed in 
the towns and villages outside of Canea, 
Heraklion, Retimo and Sitia. 

These four last-mentioned towns were 
specified by representatives of the powers 
in their warnings to Greece. That warning 
was to the effect that any attempt to at- 
tack these villages would be met by resist- 
ance on the part of foreign warships. 

Turkish volunteers and refugees who have 
been brought here by a transport state that 
100 Musselmans have been killed at Sera- 
kinos and Selinos, and that an equal num- 
ber have been killed in the surrounding 
counties. 

All of the Greek Consulates on the Island 
of Crete have lowered their flags. 

The British and Italian torpedo 
stopped the Greek ironclad Hydra, 
was conveying provisions to the Greek 
camp.

The foreign Admirals have now demanded 
the withdrawal of the marine guard from 
the consulate.

HIGGINS TAKES IT CALMLY. 


He Will Hold on to the Election Com- 
missionership Till His Suc- 
cessor Qualifies. 


Col. Nicholas M. Bell made his threat 
good Friday afternoon by closing the office 
of Excise Commissioner and turning over 
to City Comptroller Sturgeon all the un- 
issued dramshop licenses, and notifying Gov. 
Stephens that he was no longer Excise Com- 
missioner. 

Charles P. Higgins, who has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Col. Bell as Excise Com- 
missioner, was not present to take charge 
of the office. 

Mr. Higgins is still occupying the office 
of President of the Board of Election Com- 


missioners, and will remain in that office 
until the Governor appoints his successor. 

Therefore the City of-St. Louis will have 
no official Excise Commiss‘oner until v. 
Stephens appoints a new President of the 
Election Board so that Mr. Higgins can 
qualify as Col. Bell’s successor. 

Col. Bell mailed a letter to Gov. Stephens 
Friday noon reading as follows: ome 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 19, 
Gov. Lon V. Stephens, Jefferson City, Mo 
Sir—As I informed you by letter on the 17th 
inst. that my business arrangements were such 
that it would be impossible for me to remain 
in the office of Excise Commissioner beyond 
the end of the business day of February 19 
1807, I therefore herewith transmit an official 
statement of the operations of this office dur- 
ing my administration. I shall close the office 
this afternoon and turn over to the Comptroller 
of the City of St. Louls the unissued dramshop 
licenses in my bands and such books and papers 
as are necessary for my successor to continue 
the office of Excise Commissioner I shall store 
with the Peper Tobacco Warehouse Co., south- 
east corner of Twelfth and Market streets, aub- 
ject to the order of the duly commissioned Ex- 
cise Commissioner and shall hold the same at

TAXATION FOR CHARITY. 

A scheme has been proposed for placing 
the charitable organizations under city 
control and supporting them, in whole 
or in part, by additional taxation. It is 
claimed that this method of affording 
relief to the destitute would compel a 
large number. of wealthy people who now 
shirk all responsibility for the poor to 
bear their share of this burden. 

It is very doubtful whether a. tax for 
charity would actually be paid by the 
men “with weazened souls” who now give 
no heed to the misery and suffering 
around them, .The problem, “Who pays 
the taxes?” is beginning to be pretty well 
understood, In the long run, the worker 
pays every tax. The wealthy landlords, 
bondholders, large employers and cor- 
porations seem to pay heavy taxes, but 
as this class produces nothing without 
the aid of labor, it is evident that when an 
additional tax is imposed, labor must 
bear the added burden. 

A tax for a municipal charity organiza- 
tion would mean heavier rents, lower 
wages, higher figures in contracts, higher 
prices charged at stores and factories. 
In every way possible the persons whod 
shirk the burden of helping to support 
the “submerged tenth” would continue to 
shift that burden upon the backs of the 
workers. 

But the proposed city charitable organ- 
ization is objectionable on other grounds. 
It would inevitably deteriorate and be- 
come a huge red tape machine, more de- 
grading to all concerned than any private 
charity. Experience has shown this to 
be true. We already have municipal care 
of the poor. We have a so-called poor- 
house and other poor-relief branches of 
the city government that are a disgrace 
to the city, and a so-called charitable 
organization run by city politicians would 
rapidly become as bad. :

WAS IT A TRICK? 

The Jefferson City correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch says that the division in 
the State Senate on the Gray bill against 
Trust companies arouses suspicion. The 
bill was introduced by a Republican 
whose general course has been favorable 
to corporations, and was supported by 
other members usually found supporting 
corporation measures, On the other hand, 
many of the Senators who opposed the 
Gray bill have excellent records in work 
favorable to the public interest as against 
corporations. : 

Another surprising feature about the 
Gray bill and its defeat is that its pro- 
moters should have been deceived by the 
failure of its opponents te oppose it in the 
earlier stages into, believing that they 
would notexert their full strength against 
it when it should be called -up for final 
passage. It is hard to believe this true of 
any body of men at all familiar with leg- 
islative work. ; 

The Gray bill may have been one of that 
kind which is sometimes used to gain 
time, and in the discussion of which mat- 
ters of more vital public interest can be 
postponed until too late in the session for 
them to be fairly considered. Most of the 
men who support anti-corporation legis- 
lation do not do so for the sole reason 
that it is anti-corporation legislation. 
There must be a wrong for them to see 
before they seek to apply a remedy. Cor- 
poration managers know this well, what- 
ever they may say, or inspire their creat- 
ures to say, tothe contrary. Accordingly, 
it is impossible to believe that they spent 
either time or money 1n defeating the 
Gray bill, or that they could not have de- 
feated it as easily at the first as at the 
last. 

Was the Gray bill a trick to gain time

ARE INTERESTED. 


ONE DAY FOR A NEW BOOK. 


Unregistered Citizens and Those Who 
Have Changed Residences May 
Qualify on March 16. 


Oniy one day, March 16, has been set 
apart for the registration of voters before 
the city election, and some interesting ques- 
tions have arisen over the complications in 
the cumbersome election law. 

This registration is held principally for 
the purpose of verifying the registry lists 
made before the last election in November. 
All voters who, by absence from the: city 
or through other causes, failed to register 
before the November election,will now have 
an opportunity of having their names 
placed on the list. 

Voters who, since November, have moved 
from one ward to another ward, or even

March 16 and re-register, else they will not 
be qualified to vote at the coming may- 
oralty election. 

Another important question has _ been 
raised in regard to this registration,and that 
is, Shall a voter who has moved from one 
house to another in the same precinct be 
required to re-register? 

The Board of Election Commissioners will 
enforce the rule, made before, that when a 
voter has changed his place of abode, no 
matter if he remains in the precinct, he 
must register again. 

Albert Griffin, who is a Filleyite, and 
claims to have written the present election 
law, says that a voter is not legally com- 
pelled to re-register when he has moved 
only from one place to another in the same 
precinct. The law, he says, requires that the 
voter shall have resided twenty days “‘in 
the precinct at which he offers to vote,’’ and 
that no abode is specified. . 

“The house number of a voter is given by 
him when he registers, in order to aid in 
the verification of the registry lists,”’ said 
Mr. Griffin to a Post-Dispatch man. ‘The 
clerks come around and find that a man is 
not living at the number from which he 
registered before, and they strike his name 
from the list. But, I claim, tf the voter has 
not moved out of the precinct, he has a legal 
right to vote without re-registering. 

“Still 1 deem it the duty of every voter 
who has changed his residence in the same 
precinct to go to the registration polls on 
March 16 and re-register, and also see that 
his name at his former abode is stricken off, 
so that no other person can vote in his name 
and thus pad the list.” 

So it appears to be the plain duty of every 
voter who has changed his residence since 
the last registration, no matterif he has only 
moved next door, to go to the precinct polls 
on March 16 and re-register, and then no 
technicality can be raised against him on 
that score. 

The work preparatory to the spring elec- 
tion is now rapidly BO:ng on in the Election 
Commissioners’ office. Thirty clerks are di- 
vided into three squads, one working on the 
primary books, another selecting polling 
places in the wards, and the third examin- 
ing the list of judges and clerks and report- 
ing the vacancies caused by death or re- 
moval from precincts since the last elec- 
tion. 

As to the Democratic primaries, which wil! 
be held on March 19, voters not on the reg- 
istration lists now, or those who have moved 
since the last election, will not be allowed to 
vote. They can register on March 16 and vote 
on election day, but will be barred from the 
Democratic primaries, or any primaries to 
be called. : 

The canvassing after the registration will 
not close until March 20, and as March 22 is 
the last day for filing candidates before the 
election board primaries could not well be 
held on that day. 

Judges and clerks of elect'on are ap- 
pointed for a term of two years, and can- 
Those appointed before the last 
election serve until 1898. An army of men 
applied for these positions before the last 
election, but those appointed found their 
work so laborious that now they want to 
resign. Many are surprised to.learn that 
the law prevents them. 

But tt Is a frosty day when a pol'tician 
cannot balk the law, So, many Republican 
judges in the Sixth and Eighth Wards and 
a few other wards have picked up their 
household goods and moved out of a pre- 
cinct for the deliberate purpose of disqual- 
ifying themselves from serving at the com- 
ing election, They do not care to work 
twenty-four hours in taking and countin 
ballots for $8 and the personal enmity o 
many friends. 

There are 2,656 judges and clerks of elec- 
tion in St. Louis, and in that body of men 
there are always vacancies on the_ lists 
by death or change of residence, and the 
Election Commissioners are kept constant- 
ly on the watch to see that the list is com- 
plete before election day.

Friends cf Cronin, observing the 
floral display, chaffed the Alderman about 
working dead people for votes. 

“Got to do it in my business,”’ said Cronin. 
‘‘Besidez, I’m a good Catholic, and the 
Good Book says we got to help bury the 
dead.’’

Again ‘the Bank Consolidation Rumor 
Bobs Up. 


The story which has been circulating in 
banking circles to the effect that an impor- 
tant bank consolidation scheme is being ar- 
ranged, has so far crystalized that the know- 
ing ones have selected the name of the man 
who will be President of the new bank, 

George W. Parker is the man picked. He 
was until recently President and General 
Manager of the Cairo Short Line, and is a 
etockholder in both the Continenta! and tne 
Third National. Mr. Parker’s intimate as- 
sociates have known’ for some time that he 
desired to engage actively in the banking 
business. 

Several months ago it was said that Presi- 
dent George A. Baker of the Continental was 
to retire, and that Mr. Parker was to succeed 
him. 

Now it is said that Mr. Parker, who és 
a heavy stockholder in the Third National, 
is bringing all his energies to bear to secure 
the consolidation of that bank and the 
Chemical National. 

It is said to be weil understood in banking 
circles that both President George T. Cram 
of the Third National and President Clif- 
ford Richardson of the Chemical are anxious 
to retire from the banking business, and 
would readily give way to Mr. Parker if a 
consoHdation were affected.

GET AFTER WILLIAM CAMERON 
FOR HIS INTERVIEW. 


HAVE TOBACCO TO BURN. 


Whey Declare That Mr. Cameron Is 
Trying to Drive People to 
Smoking Cigarettes. 


The St. Louis cigar manufacturers are up 
in arms because William Cameron of the 
firm of Cameron & Cameron of Richmond, 
Va., stated in a Post-Dispatch interview that 
no Havana tobacco is being used in the 
manufacture of cigars in this country. These 
manufacturers state that Mr. Cameron’s re- 
marks are absurd in the extreme, and an- 
nounce to the smoking public that they will 
have clear Havana to burn for at least two 
years, Weyler to the contrary notwithstand- 


ing. 

According to the manufacturers Mr. Cam- 
eron did not make the statements accredited 
to him, or made them for the purpose of 
misguiding the smoking public, in order 
to get them to use more cigarettes and 
smoking tobacco, which Mr. Cameron manu- 
factures. According to Mr. Cameron, he 
did not make the statements, This, at 
least, is what he told Isadore Friedman, 
the president of the Columbia Dome Cigar 
Co. According to the reporter, Mr. Cam- 
eron said all that was credited to him. 

The men who consider themselves most 
affected by this interview are William A. 
Stickney, of ‘‘Chancellor’’ fame; F. R.. Rice, 
who manufactures the ‘Mercantile’ ex- 
clusively, and I. Friedman, of the Columbia 
Dome Company. All state that Mr. Cameron 
has “é&ipped his trolley,”” and has made 
some statements reflecting upon the busi- 
ness methods of some of the cigar men of 
the erty kf 

They claim that Mr. Cameron is mistaken 
when he says that Havana tobacco is not 
in use at present, and that ‘‘seed’’ Ha- 
vana, or the transplanted article, has been 
substituted. All admit that Havana wrap- 

s are scarce, and command a good price 

n the market. The majority of the man- 
ufacturers keep a large stock on hand, 
howe¥Ver, and are prepared to meet the 
emergeéency, possibly until the Cuban war is 
over and the edict preventing exportation 
rescinded, 

In the. meantime there {is a bountiful sup- 
ply of “‘filler’’ tobacco, and the fastidious 
emoker has no cause for alarm for at least 
a year. They get their favorite brands at 
the same price, and the manufacturers are 
= ones who lose, for the price of tobacco 

as taken an upward shoot of nearly 100 
per cent. They are an to lose for a 

ear in order to maintain the popularity of 
he cigars. 

One of the men most indignant over Mr. 
Cameron's statements is W. C. Schutz, the 
vice-president of the F. R. Rice Company. 
He states that since the interview was pub- 
lished a number of people have asked why 
he advertises his cigar as clear Havana 
tobacco, when this quality cannot be se- 
cured. This he answers by showing that 
the firm has in warehouses sufficient Ha- 
Vana tobacco to run their factory.for at 
least a year. It was bought in 1894, before 
the war broke out, and was purchased in 
anticipation of such an edict as that is- 
eued by Weyler. Therefore Mr. Schutz de- 
plores the remarks of Mr. Cameron. 

Wm. A. Stickney is equally indignant. He 
Says that Weyler’s edict has prohibited the 
exportation of the finer grades of tobacco, 
but that all prominent manufacturers have 
on hand a good supply of the real thing. 
The tobacco used now was raised several 
seasons ago, and was shipped out of the 
country. The only thing the emokers have 
to fear is that the war. will interfere with 
planting this spring and the crop will be

TO REMODEL A CHURCH. 


West Presbyterian Congregation to 
Spend $13,000. 


At an expense of about $13,000 the West 
Presbyterian Church, Maple and Maryville 
avenues, is to be remodeled, refurnished ‘and 
enlarged to the growing needs of the con- 


gregation. This was definitely decided upon 
at a well-attended business meeting of the 
congregation Wednesday evening. Bids have 
been made by a number of contractors, and 
next week the contract will be awarded, 

The West Church ds a very pretty and 
comparatively new frame structure, but for 
some time it has not been large enough to 
accommodate the audiences that have gath- 
ered there. The community about the church 
is growing very rapidly, and since the burn- 
ing of Grace Church, on Goodfellow avenue, 
about a year ago, the majority of that con- 
gregation have united with the West Church. 

The western wall of the present building is 
to be taken out, and a stone addition built 
on. This will give an auditorium fifty feet 
longer than the present one. The addition 
will be twenty-four feet wider than the pres- 
ent building. 

The present auditorium will seat 350, but 
in the enlarged building this seating capac- 
ity will be doubled, and the auditorium will 
be almost exactly a copy of that of the First 
Presbyterian Church, but larger. The pres- 
ent pews, which are of pine, will be replaced 
by new ones of ash or oak. ‘A basement is to 
be fitted up under the church to be used for 
a Sunday-school and prayer-meeting room. 
As soon as the new building is finished, a 
new pipe organ will be put in.

MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE IS FIRM
